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The locality cited is the northernmost limit of known range for the present 
species. Stephani designated “Hab. Japonia” for Fr. minuiiloba (Steph., 1. c.) 
but it has not been collected in Japan proper. In Isl. Formosa, south of Liukiu 
this is not yet recorded.

The present species was recorded in Japan (Honshu, Shikoku, Kyushu), 
Liukiu, and Formosa. But the records from Kyushu (southern Japan), Liukiu, 
and Formosa appear to be derived from erroneous identifications.

Stephani (1. c.) recorded the present species from northern Japan without 
definite locality. But the specimen* which he refered to the present species is 
to belong into Sc. parvitexta or its allies. M. microdontum should be excluded 
from the Japananese' flora., as it is perfectly clear that Stephani must have 
made an erroneous identification and that no one else has since recorded or 
collected it in the present area. 

Gymnocolea marginata (Steph.) Hatt., comb, nov.—— Sphenolobus marginatus 
Steph., Spec. Hepat. 6: 115 (1917). 

Original specimen: Japan, Shikayu sur le Hakkoda, June 7, 1894, U. Faurie 
12792-type of Sph. marginatus. 

The present species belongs to Gymnocolea, but not to Sphenolobus, and seems 
to be conspecific with G. montana (Horikawa) Hatt. ( = Cephalozia montana 
Horikawa).
